You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall, in said 
Town of Litchfield on Tuesday, the 12th day of March next, 
at 1:00 o'clock in the afternoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


3. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for permanent improvement and mainte- 
nance of highways in addition to what is required by law and 
take action in regard to state aid. 


4. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for maintenance of State Aid Highways. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Select- 
men through counsel to file a petition in our Superior Court 
at the May Term, 1929, asking for due authority for, the 
Town of Litchfield, and the Trustees of the Charles Bancroft 
bequest, so-called, through such authorized agents as it may 
choose, to use and expend the said bequest to the Town of 
Litchfield under the will of Charles Bancroft “for the pur-

pose of building a bridge across the Merrimack River to be 
known as the “Bancroft Free Bridge,” with its accumulation 
toward the building and completion of a macadam or other 
hard surfaced main highway from north to south through 
said Town of: Litchfield upon the provision and understand- 
ing that said highway within the limits of Litchfield shall, 
when completed, be named the “Charles Bancroft Highway,” 
or take any other action relating thereto. 


6. If the Court shall duly authorize the said use and 
expenditure of said bequest, — to see if the Town will vote 
to appropriate.the moneys of said bequest for said purpose, _ 
Hee vote to prineen the Selectmen or other agents duly 
chosen to make all necessary contracts and to do all other 
things necessary and proper to cause said highway to be built 
and completed at the earliest possible time, or take any other 
action relating thereto, and 


7. To see if the Town will vote to name said highway 
within the limits of said Litchfield the “Charles Bancroft 
Highway,” and to instruct the Selectmen or Highway Agents 
to cause appropriate signs showing said name to be placed at 
convenient points along said highway, to the end that said 
highway so constructed and completed may be a suitable 
memorial to said Charles Bancroft,- or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 


8. To see what action the Town will take relative to 
House Joint Resolution No. 37. 

“That the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) for 
the year 1929 and a like sum for the year 1930 be and hereby 
are appropriated for the continuance of the improvement of 
the River Road in the Town of Litchfield, leading from 
Manchester to Hudson, providing that the Town of Litchfield 
appropriates twenty-five hundred dollars ($2500.00) for each 
of the two years. These sums to be#xpended under the 
direction of the highway commissioner, and the Governor is 
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hereby authorized to draw his warrant for the same out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated.” 


9. To see what sums of money the Town will vote te 
raise or appropriate for the Public Library. 


10. To see what action the Town will take in celebra- 
tion of Memorial Day and make appropriation for the same. 


11. To see what action the Town will take in regards 
salaries of Supervisors and Auditors. 


12. To see what sums of money the Town will raise or 
appropriate to fight the white pine blister rust, as called for 
by the Forestry Department. 


13. To transsact any other business that may legally ° 
come before said meeting.

Dear Sirs:- 


You have requested my opinion upon the question, whether the 
bequest of the late Charles Bancroft to the Town of Litchfield for 
the purpose of building a bridge across the Merrimack River may 
properly and legally be used and expended toward the building and 
completion of the main highway from north to south through the 


Town of Litchfield. 


In this bequest two important features are apparent, viz. :- 

(1) The promotion of the convenience of the people of 
Litchfield in reaching the railroad stations in Merrimack and the 
main highway from the city of Manchester to the City of Nashua 
and points between and beyond. 


(2) A memorial to the name of the testator. 

This will was dated September 4, 1894. The testator deceased 
March 17, 1906. 

At its date, practically everyone traveled either by horse 
drawn vehicles or by a steam train. At the present time there is 
scarcely any travel by horse power; comparatively few travel: by 
steain power. The electric railway from Manchester to Nashua on 
the east side of the Merrimack River was not in operation until 
January 1, 1907. 

The present day method of locomotion both for passengers 
and freight within a radius of fifty miles is practically all by motor 
vehicles. This great change has operated to lessen the demand for 
a bridge across the Merrimack as contemplated by the testator; it 
has also lessened the likelihood of the testator’s bequest being added 
to by other like gifts. A bridge would still be a substantial con- 


venience, but the time when the testator’s bequest with its accumu- 
lated interest would be sufficient to build the bridge is yet remote. 
There is at the present time an urgent demand for a hard surfaced 
main highway through the Town of Litchfield from north to south, 
connecting with similar highways leading to the Cities of Man- 
chester and Nashua and points between and beyond. The Daniel 
Webster Highway through the Towns of Bedford and Merrimack 
is already overcrowded with motor traffic. Very few trains now 
stop at the railroad stations in Merrimack. Practically all of the 
taxpayers in Litchfield today travel by automobile., They would 
be greatly benefited by the improved hard surfaced highway. 

No parallel case involving a highway has been decided in New 
Hampshire, or, so far as I can learn, in New England, — but other 
cases involving church funds, hospital funds and school funds that 
have been decided by our own Supreme Court and by other like 
Courts in New England strongly indicate that a practical use and 
expenditure of the Bancroft bequest would be authorized and 
approved. If duly voted by the Town to take such action and 
make such use of the Bancroft bequest, it would in my opinion be 
authorized and approved by our Court, for thus the intended ben- 
efit to the people of Litchfield would be accomplished in the near 
future in a feasible, practical and legal way. If this highway with- 
in the limits of Litchfield, when so improved and completed, were 
named the “Charles Bancroft Highway,” it would be a lasting par- 
allel with the Daniel Webster Highway, which extends through the 
Towns. of Bedford and Merrimack and the Cities of Manchester 
and Nashua. 

I have drawn articles for your March Meeting Warrant which 
will, I believe, fairly present the questions involved to the voters 
and taxpayers of Litchfield.

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School’ Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of Litchfield, 
Greeting : 


Herewith please accept my tenth annual report as super- 
intendent of your schools. To this I have attached a report 
from your school nurse. 


Membership 


The membership of your schools on January Ist, last, 
was 47. With the exception of the school year 1925-26 this 
is larger than the average membership in any recent year, and 
it is double the membership of ten years ago. The school 
population of Litchfield is surely not decreasing. 


Teachers 


You were obliged this year to engage a new teacher for 
each school. I feel that you were very fortunate in your se- 
lection that each teacher is conscientious and skilful and that 
each is securing good results with a good degree of public 
confidence. I trust that this mutual. confidence and under- 
standing may continue, as frequent changes are dangerous to 
the welfare of the schools. 


The Noon Lunch 


You have tried the noon lunch under the present system 
for over a year, I hope that it has made a strong enough 
appeal to the parents that they will wish to make it a perma- 
nent institution. I believe that a discontinuance of it would 
be a step decidedly in the wrong direction. 
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Tests 


I have caused to be given in grades I and II the Pinter- 
Cunningham intelligence tests. A graph of the scores re- 
ceived from about 200 pupils shows a close conformity with 
the curve of normal distribution. This is good evidence that 
the tests are indicative of the individual abilities and that they 
were skilfully given. This is the first time we have been able 
to secure results in these grades upon which we could place 
much reliance. 

The scores are recorded on the permanent record cards 
for the guidance of the teachers in their work and for other 
school officials in matters of administration. Though these 
marks are guarded with professional secrecy, any parent may 
secure the score received by his child, and it should be very 
indicative to him of what he should expect from his child in 
the school. Individual differences in the ability of children 
to master school subjects always have and always will exist. 
It is not the function of any school to attempt to equalize the 
attainment of all the children, but rather to secure from all 
responses varying in extent in accordance with the individual 
differences in ability to learn. If the school is properly func- 
tioning, some children will receive double promotions while 
others are obliged to repeat, and such proceedure will have to 
continue until some other scheme has been devised. 

The parent should be concerned only as to whether the 
child is making progress in proportion to his ability to master 
school subjects, whether that child is spending four years or 
eight in mastering the work of the first six grades. A thorough 
appreciation of this fact would eliminate many complaints, 
whether arising from a double promotion or a failure to pro- 
mote at all. 


Extra-territorial Disturbances 


Twenty-two hundred of boys and girls are graduated 


oe) 


from New Hampshire high schools each year, and the number 
is constantly increasing. Nearly 2000 of these graduates 
each year wish to persue their studies farther, and it is blight- 
ing to the ambitions of the child, a disappointment to the 
parents, and an unmeasurable loss to the community when- 
ever our higher institutions are unable to furnish the oppor- 
tunities sought. The state has no more sacred obligation or 
greater privilege than the education of its children, nor has it 
any function so vital to the welfare and happiness of its 
people. It should be of the utmost concern of the people of 
New Hampshire to scrutinize carefully the operation of this 
function and to forestall any deleterious legislation, whether 
prompted by political motives, personal or local prejudices, or 
personal gain. There can be no doubt that bills prompted by 
such motives have frequently been introduced in our legis- 
lature, and that all the motives mentioned are responsible for 
bills now pending in that body. 

The 1928 legislature went on record as opposed to any 
farther centralization of educational agencies, yet there is 
pending in the legislature an act, which if passed, by creating 
a state purchasing agent, would standardize the quality, kind, 
and extent of supplies used throughout the state, and would 
call foe a state wide adoption of all school books, bringing 
into our state all of the corruption, inefficiency, inconve- 
nience, and school politics experienced by states where such a 
system is in vogue. Should the bill become a law, great injury 
would be done the schools in this town. | 

An administration bill was passed under a suspension of 
rules during the first few days of this session of the legis- 
lature, calling for the appropriation of $2,500 for securing 
expert opinion on whether there is, as charged in the bill, a 
duplication of effort and a consequent loss of money in the 
normal schools and the state university. This is a matter 
little understood by the public, either as to the reason for 
lengthning the training period at the normal schools, or the 
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extent to which the action of the State Board of Education 
transferred the training teachers for secondary schools, from 
our university to our normal schools. Suffice it for me to 
state that the Trustees of New Hampshire University and the 
State Board of Education, the two bodies in whose hands is 
placed the management of these institutions, and who from 
necessity have given these changes careful consideration, are 
in perfect accord in these matters. Besides this, the condi- 
tions complained of in the bill have resulted in the past two 
years in offering educational opportunities to a larger number 
of New Hampshire boys and girls and with quite a saving to 
the state and a much larger one to the parents of the youths. 
Any reactionary measure would prove an injury to secondary 
education in the state and would work a hardship for some of 
our boys and girls graduates. 

I am including a mention of these matters in my report 
to you because the people have placed in your hands the 
mighty responsibilities attending the guardianship of the pub- 
lic schools.

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School Nurses’ Report 


To the members of the School Board of Litchfield, I 
herewith tender my report as school nurse for the past year. 

I am very glad to report that we have only a very small 
number of defective teeth, this year, a large number having 
received treatment, but, our number of defective tonsils 
remains high, very few having had treatment for them. | 
wish the parents could realize the danger to their children to 
allow these defective tonsils to remain untreated, dangers 
such as Tuberculosis, Heart Disease, and Rheumatism later 
in life. Almost every child in school that is underweight has 
defective tonsils and we have quite a large number of children 
that are 7% or more underweight. The other defects are 
very small in number. 

The number of unvaccinated children remain high, very 
few of the younger children entering school being vaccinated. 
I hope, this can be corrected before another year. 

Almost all the children have the hot lunch during the 
noon hour and it is a pleasure to see them seated at the tables 
enjoying the nourishing food. I am positive they are in a 
better condition and do better work the rest of the day after 
having a hot lunch. 

The personal cleanliness of the children has improved 
greatly during the year in all the grades. Next year I hope, 
the tonsils will receive treatment and that we will be on our 
way toward a school one hundred percent physically, and | 
hope every parent will do their share in the future as they 
have in the past. 

We have had very little sickness the past year, a slight 
disturbance from a skin disease that received care at once, 
thereby causing very little trouble. 

I am adding a list containing the defects found and num- 
ber receiving treatment or improvement shown.
